| Ideas for use 


* Begin by looking through the book and talking 
about the pictures. Has your child heard this 
story before? 


‘ Help your child with any words he does not 
_ know, either by helping him to sound them out 
or supplying them yourself. 


* Developing readers can be concentrating so hard 
on the words that they sometimes don’t fully 
grasp the meaning of what they’re reading. 
Answering the puzzle questions on pages 
30 and 31 will help with understanding.
